VISIT TO DUBLIN. 

The Clyde-built giant airship H.M. “HH. 34,” 
started, says the Press Association, on its second 
trial flight yesterday, with the object of spend- 
ing the entire night in the air.

THE RAILWAY DISPUTE. 


The Earl of Jersey replied that the policy of 
the Government was to repatriate all interned 
civilians who were alien enemies, and if any 
were allowed to remain it would only be for 
reasons of an exceptional character. The re- 
patriation of those willing to go was being 


carried out first, and until that had been com- | 


pleted no further statement could be made with 
regard to the remainder. A certain number 
of individuals, who were personally undesirable, 
were being sent away compulsorily. The num- 
ber of alien enemies now interned was about 
6.000. and of these 2,000 were willing to be 
repatriated. Due regard would be had to 
humane considerations, and those who thought 
that they were being hardly treated would have 
the opportunity of stating their case before a 
tribunal before they were finally repatriated. 

The Marquis of Crewe described the statement 
of the Earl of Jersey as unsatisfactory. He 
asked for a clearer statement of the Govern- 
ment’s policy. Many enemy aliens were in- 
terned solely for their own protection. 

The Marquis of Lincolnshire said that the 
countrv looked to the Prime Minister to carry 
out his election pledge that ‘enemy aliens would 
be deported. 

Lord Buckmaster said thai, the policy of the 
Government should be to do justice in each 
individual case. While doing everything in our 
power to safeguard the country from the eo 
ence of any .undesirable aliens, we should be 
careful to do nothing that could be urged as a 
reproach against us in the vears to come. 

Lord Parmoor instanced the case of Germans 
whose sons had served in the British Army and 
others to whom deportation meant the break- 
up of their homes and great sufferings. to their 


‘British wives and families. He asked for an 


understanding that no further deportations 
should take place until the tribunal referred to 
had been set up, and was able to consider the 
particular cases.

AGITATORS WARNED: 

A Reuter’s Cairo telegram of March 17 (de- 
layed) says:—The General Officer Commanding 
in Egypt has notified the public that the patrols 
charged with the maintenance of order in the 
streets would not interfere with the public if 
the latter keep calm, and proceed about their 
business, but in the event of any act of 
aggression, such as stone throwing or looting. 
of shops, the patrols have orders to fire. The 
public are, therefore, warned to abstain from 
such acts. 

General Watson, Commanding the Forces in 
Egypt, summoned before him yesterday even- 
ing the leaders of the Sand-Zaglouls Party, and 
told them that he had sent for them as being 
the most prominent in starting the agitation, 
and that he ‘held them responsible for the 
dreadful excesses which had occurred. He 
called on them to urge their agents to do their 
utmost to ‘stop the agitation. 

General Watson added that the British Army 
had up to the present dealt hghily with the 
situation, but it. was quite obvious that if the 
disorders did uot stop sony fneustires wotld 
become necessary, as the present disorganisation 
of the country could not continue.

DAMAGED RAILWAY LINES. 

A Cairo telegram, dated March 17,. states :— 
An order issued under martial law says that 
the villages mear the railway lines where 
damage has been caused will be held respon- 
sible for the cost of repairs, and also for the 
damage caused by the burning and pillage of 
the stations. A large and orderly demonstra 
tion was made by some thousands of people 
here this morning. 

A commandant of police. preceded the proces- 
sion in a motor car, with some members of the 
Ulema. The demonstrators shouted “Long live 
liberty!” “Long live independence!” An incident 
occurred cn the return journey, when one of 
the demonstrators was shot dead by a civilian 
bystander. ' 

Aeroplanes went out at five o'clock in the 
morning and dispersed with machine-gun fre 
one or two mobs which were attempting to 
damage the railways and telegraphs. To-day was 
much quieter in the provinces than yesterday, 
and aeroplanes ate most effectively combating 
acts of depredation. The military authorities 
are taking energetic measures to deal with the 
situation. The main line railway service has 
been partially resumed.

MYSTERIOUS LETTER FROM 


BELGIUM. 

An Amerongen telegram, dated Saturday, 
states:—Great excitement prevails in the vil- 
lages to-day. Last night two letters arrived at 
the Castle, addressed to the ex-Kaiser, threaten- 
ing his life. One letter came from Amsterdam 
and the other from Belgium. The letters were 
followed by a telegram to the ex-Kaiser from a 
personal friend, warning him that his life was 
in danger. The authorities took immediate 
action. The local guard -wag called out, and re- 
mained on patrol duty the whole night, fully 
armed. This morning, before the. ex-Kaiser 
commenced work sawing trees the steward of 
strict examination of the 
grounds, but found nothing suspicious. Rein- 
forcements for the guard were fetched from the 
neighbouring barracks. To-day the greatest 
secrecy is being observed by the ex-Kaiser’s hosts 
regarding the whole ‘affair. 

When a squad of gendarmes, who had been 
summoned to the Castle in motor cars arrived, 
they found their commanders on duty patrollin 
inside and outside the grounds, armed wit 
loaded carbines. The ex-Kaiser continued hie 
usual task of sawing wood until 12.30 p.m., 
after which some of the guards were with- 
drawn, but remained within call. Nothing out 
of the ordinary had occurred before seven 
o'clock. the closing hour of the telegraph office 
at Armerongen. e villagers were not aware of 
the teason for this excitement as it had been

THE CASE OF DUBLIN. 

In Dublin the rates in 1914 were 12s. in the 
£; now they were lés. 10d. It was of great 
importance to the men engaged in commercial 
interests to take part in the administration. 
It was of particular importance to the State, 
which had advanced very large sums upon the 
security of the rates, that it should have the 
best possible form of local representatives for 
the ratepayers. Millions had been advanced, 
and millions would have to be advanced in 
the future, to carry out the obligations imposed 
upon local bodies to carry out schemes of 
housing, sanitation, and health. Considering 
the whole position, the Government had come 
to the conclusion that the system of propor- 
tional representation should be used in the 
local elections, When that decision was an- 
nounced it was welcomed almost universally 
by the Press throughout the country. There 
was no formidable opposition. It had. been 
very ~guccessful in Sligo, after that ancient 
borough had come to Parliament for a bill for 
the purpose of removing 1t from the state of 
bankruptcy into which it had fallen. The 
elections which followed resulted in well- 
balanced, practical men being returned. It had 
been said that this was introducing for Ireland 
legislation which did not exist in Great Britain, 
bu: if Parliament thought that any particular 
method of election or reform was desiralle for 
Ireland, he did not see why Ireland should 
wait upon England or Scotland. He would 
‘like to see Ireland in the front. He be- 
lieved that this proposed system would be 
a progressive one. It would enable Ire- 
land to express her real opinions, free from fear. 
He had had many letters in support of the bill. 
It introduced as few as possible changes in 
local government. Among other matters, power 
was given to the Local Government Board to 
work out new electoral areas without interfer- 
ing too much with existing areas. 


THE APPLICATION OF THE BILL. 

Sir Edward Carson—Does it apply to rural 
councils ? 

Mr. Samuels— Yes. ) 

An Hon. Member—And to county councils ? 

Mr. Samuels—Yes, to all. There wae this 
further matter to be taken into account. 
There was only one register in Ireland, and 
there would be a new register in October next. 
It was desirable that the election should take 
place on the new register. It would not be 
desirable to hold it over till June, 1920. Power 
was given to the Local Government Board to 
appoint persons to discharge théir duties by the 
councils, as it had become necessary to be pre- 
pargl for any attempt to make local govern- 
ment impossible. They did not come to the 
House with exaggerated anticipations as to what 
would happen under Proportional Representa- 
tion, but they had every reason to hope and 
believe that, having regard to the particular 
conditions of Irish public life, this new method 
of voting would give new hope, vitality, and 
life to the public administration by . local 
beqlies, and it. was for that reasow that the 
bill had been introduced. 


AN AMENDMENT 

Major O’Neill moved an amendment, that 
the House declined to proceed with a bill which, 
by establishing Proportional Representation as 
the basis of local elections in Ireland, intro- 
duced a principle different from that which 
prevailed in Great Britain. He .did not, he 
said, intend to go into the question of Pro- 
portional Representation, because the whole 
matter was covered in the last Parliament. 

Mr. MacVeagh—Not for municipal] purposes. 

Major O’Neill—And on that occasion the 
principle was defeated. As far as he under- 
stood if in theory, it was excellent, but in 
practice it had, where it had been tried, proved 
unsuccessful. 

An Hon. Member—What about the recent 
election in Sligo ? 

Major O'Neill said that he did not know 
anything about politics in Sligo, or whether 
the present Sligo municipal body was any 
better than the former. His point was this, 
that Sligo was an isolated instance. but if 
Sligo had been a success that was absolutely 
no ground for imposing Proportional Repre- 
sentation in the absolutely sweeping manner 
proposed by the bill. Another point was this, 
that the electors of Sligo were consulted before 
Proportional Representation would be adopted 
by means of a private bill, which would be a 
very different condition of things. What the 
objectors obiected to was, that they should be 
experimented upon. The whole thing was an 
experiment, and, in his opinion, it was parti- 
cularly unsuitable for the election of local 
bodies. In local bodies it was essential that the 
men Chosen should b> in close touch daily with 
those who returned them, and that was not 
quite possible under Proportional Represenia- 
tion. 


DIFFERENTIAL FREATMENT. 
Surely, it was better to retain the present 
system than toembark upon another which many 
were suspicious of. Personally, his objection to 
the bill would be largely removed if it were 
applied to the whole of the United Kingdom, 
That was the basis of their opposition. It pro- 
posed to inflict upon Ireland differential treat- 
ment, and he.saw no reason why the North of 
Ireland should be subjected to such differential 
treatment. It had been the consistent policy 
of the Government to leave Ireland out of ail 
beneficial legislation which had been passed for 
the United Kingdom, and it was against that 
policy that they on those benches desired to 
enter their emphatic protest. Now it was pro- 
to introduce this principle of proportional 
representation into the Local Government Bill, 
in regard to which they had never been con- 
sulted. (Hear, hear.) It was most indefensible 
conduct on the part of the Government. They in 
the North of Ireland did not wish to be dragged 
at the heels of those, presumably in the South 
of Ireland, who wanted proportional representa- 
tion in Ireland. The only possible reason for its 
introduction must be that it was intended in 
some way to prevent the County Councils in the 
South and West of Ireland’ from being carried 
by the Sinn Fein Party. The majority of the 
representatives of Ireland were not in the 
House to say whethtr they wanted the experi- 
ment tried, but those Irish representatives who 
were in the House did oppose the application of 
this principle in the bill. He appealed to the 
Government to take off their Whips, and let the 
matter be left to the unfettered aecision of the 
House. 


THE IRISH CONVENTION'S DECISION. 

Mr. Moles opposed the measure, because it 
set up one standard of citizenship for Irelana 
and another for the United Kingdom. No 
mandate for the measure had either been 
sought for or obtained, and the principle of 
proportional representation had already been 
three times rejected by that House. In the 
case of Sligo, said the hon. member, it was 
not the system of election that broken down, it 
was the civic management.

Lleutenant-Colonel) W, E. Cramer-Roberts, 
Ond Norfolk Regiment, who died suddenly from 
heart failure at No. 3 General Hospital, Wands- 
worth, on March 12th, at the age of 46, had - 
returned home from ‘Turkey, where he had 
been a prisomer of war for two and a half yeara 
after the fall of Kut. Lieutenant-Colonel 
CramerRoberts was the elder son of the late 
Colonel Cramer-Roberts, who conimanded the 
Norfolk Regiment. He served throughout the 
Boer War in the Mounted Infantry, was 
wounded and taken prisoner at Paardeberg, and 
imprisoned in Cron}é’s laager, and mentioned 
twice in despatches, After the Boer War he 
joined the South African Constabulary, but re- 
joined his regiment after two years; was 


_adjutant of the Volunteers at Norwich, and 


served with his regiment at Gibraltar and in 
India, where he was at the outbreak of war. 
With his regiment he went to Mesopotamia, was 
at the taking of Basra, was wounded at Shaiba, 
and nientioned in despatches. Subsequently he 
fought at Ctesiphon, for which he received his 
brevet. When a prisoner of war, by his energy 
and practical knowledge of music, he trained an 
orchestra, writing out the gcore and even mak- 
ing some of the instruments himself, This band 
did much to keep up the spirits of the officers 
and men imprisoned with him. He wag also a 
very clever artist. His Brigadier-General writes: 
““The 2nd Norfolk was in the Brigade 1 com- 
manded at Ctesiphon and Kut, a it was my 
privilege to know him well—a good all-round 
officer and a very gallant commander in action, 
and a charming personality. We were taken 
prisoners together, and I last saw him when we 
were geoparated a iew days after the surreqder 
of Kut\ and officers were sent off to different 
camps. His death is a real loss to the Service, 
and it is sad, indeed, that he should pass away 
as the result of the many trials and hardships 
of our Jong imprisonment.”

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BELFAST MURDER CHARGE. 


DOCTOR SENTENCED-TO DEATH. 
At tho Belfast Aesizes yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice Dodd, Dr. N, O, M‘Connell was put 
forward for trial fór the mmrder of Mary Jane 
Reid. ee 
Mr. Denis Henry, K.C., M.P., Golicilor- 
General; Mr. John M'Goniga!, K.C., and Mr, 
George Hill Smith, K.C, (instructed by Mr, J. 
R. Moorhead, Crown Solicitor) prosecuted on 
behalf of the Crown; and Mr. T. W. Brown,” 
K.C., M.P., and Mr, James Reid (instructed 
by Mr. John Graham and Mr, F. J. Orr) 
appeared for the defence. 
The Solicitor-General said that the charge 
arose out of the allegation that Dr. M‘Conn 
a member of the medical profession, who ha 
ractised in this city for a number of years, 
bad performed an illegal operation on 
Jane Reid, who lived with her mother and 
brother at 817 Crumiin road, Belfast, with the 
result that she died. Proceeding, counsel 
stated that Mary Jane Reid and her mother 
went to thé gurgery of Dr. M‘Connell in North 
street. Dr. ‘Connell was in the country¢ 
and they left their address for the purpose of 
getting him to call. He proceeded to the 
house on the Crumlin road, and arrived about 
2.30. He saw the mother, and was then 
shown up to the girl’e bedroom. He eent the 
mother downstaira for some water, and was 
then alone with tho girl. He left the house 
at 3 o'clock, and beyond all doubt, said counsel, 
an operation was performed on the girl. -The 
case made out by the prisoner in a statement 
io Professor Symmers at the post-mortem was 
that he performed a legal operation. The only 
thing that the eccused told the mother was 
that the girl wae suffering from influenza. Dr. 
M‘Connell must have thought there was some- 
thing wrong, for, instead of boarding & trém- 
car and going to the city, he went towards 
Ligoniel to a public-house belonging to a man 
named Murphy. ‘The Crown suggested that, 
in order to muster a little courage to get 
over the effects of what had taken place, Dr. 
M‘Connell walked to the public-house to fortify 
himself there. On the Saturday before the 
girl died she was dreadfully ill. On Sunday 
she got worse, and euffered terrible agony. 
Dr M‘Connell and Alan M'Ilveen, the young 
man with whom she kept company, were sent 
for. The doctor attended the call, and gave 
the girl a few drops out of a bottle, and said 
he would return. On Monday morning 
Dr, M‘Connell was arrested on a charge and 
brought before a magistrate. It was not ae 
grave & charge as the present one, and on 
tha ¢ame afternoon he was a free man again. 
On Monday afternoon, having, been released, 
anil knowing that there was trouble in the 


certificate of death that, “to the best of my 
knowledge and belief, the cause of death was 
influenza (duration of disease five days), acute 
gastritis (duration of disease two days).” If 
the prisoner's case wae right that it was a lawful 
operation, what about the influenza and the 
statement to the mother? That certificate, 
said counsel, was a manufactured certificate, 
and was given on Monday when the clouds-were 
closing round the prisoner. 

Mr. R. J. Moss, analyst, Dublin, stated that 
ergot solution and extracts were in some of 
the bottles submitted to him for analysis, The 
pill contents were mainly aloes. | ' 


EVIDENCE OF PROFESSOR SYMMERS. 

Professor W. St. Clair Symmers stated that 
on the occasion of the post-mortem at the city 
morgue Dr. M‘Connell told him he had eeen 
the girl for the first time on Friday, Novem- 
ber 1, when he had curetted her for hemorrhage, 
and that he wae called in again on the following 
Sunday, when he found her dying from in- 
fluenza and gastritis. The learned professor 
disclosed at length his post-mortém findings. The 
girl had recently been pregnant, There wag a 
certain puncture due to the piercing of some 
blunt instrument. There was po. gastritis nor 
trace of influenza. The caus® of death was 
peritonitis resulting from the wound in question. 

To Mr. Brown—Ouretting was justifiable in 
cases of hemorrhage. 

CASE FOR THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Brown, K.O., addressing the jury for the 
defence, said that the accused was, perhaps, 
one of the best-known men in Belfast, and had 
been practising for twenty years. He was a 
married man with a family of two, and he men- 
tioned this to bring home to their minds the 
fact thet such a man would not undertake a 
risky experiment that younger and less experi- 
enced men might enter upon. It was impos- 
sible to eccept. the Crown’s inference, that in 
the time the prisoner was examining the girl 
in her own house he performed the operation 
for which he would be struck off the register, 
und in the performance of which he was risking 
his life. He asked the jury to believe that the 
doctor cnly took ordinary steps to ascertain the 
cause of hemorrhage, from which the girl was 
already suffering. Dr. McConnell seemed to 
have made a justifiable ‘mistake in his diag- 


VERDICT OF GUILTY. 

The jury, after over an hour’s deliberation. 
found the accused guilty, and strongly recom- 
mended him to mercy. 

Asked if he had anything io say why judg- 
ment of death and execution shotld not be 
awarded against Lim, the accused replied :— Well, 
my lord, I am certainly taken by surprise at 
the result of the jury’s verdict. However, I 
presume I must be content. The effect of this 
is as well known’to you as it is to myself. There- 
fore, any suggestion or appeal I could make to 
you would not be so much on my own behalf 
as on behalf of my wife and family, as I am 
their only breadwinner. They will suffer more 
than I will suffer from the infliction of any 
penalty which you may consider wise. I, there- 
fore, submit with all humility, and ask you to 
temper justice with mercy. 

His Lordship—This is one of the cases in which 
the law does not permit me to exercise mercy. 


| “<THE SHOOTING AT * 
KINGSTOWN. 
LOCAL BUSINESS MAN 


WOUNDED. 
———- 


Mr. Charles Church, who was shot by a sentry 
near the Royal Mail Hotel, in the Crofton road, 
Kingstown, on Sunday night, is the proprietor 
of a jewellery and watch-making business in 
Upper Georges ‘street, Kingstown. He is 51 
years of age; and is believed to have a slight 
difficulty in his hearing. Mr. Church has stated 
that he did not hear the sentry’s challenge 
owing to the high and blustery wind blowing 
at the time. He states that he heard a shot, 
and almost simultaneously felt a sting in his 
right hand. His stick fell from his grasp. He 
stooped to pick it up and then discovered that 
a bullet had passed through his hand and 
through the stick, where he held it. Soldiers 
came up immediately, and, taking him into 
the Royal Mail Hotel, summoned Mr. J. A. 
Moloney, house surgeon at St. Michael's 
Hospital. Dr. Moloney found Mr. Church had 
sustained fracture of the bone leading to the 
index finger of the right hand. He dressed the 
wound and had Mr. Church taken @a an 
ambulance to his house at 3 Belgrave Muare, 
Monkstown, where he has since been gcing on 
well.’ Mr, Church had left home earlier in the 
evening to go to Kingstown, and, after posting 
a letter at the Kingstown G.P.O., was walking 
back by the sen road when, owing to his not 
hearing the sentry’s chalyenge, he was shot. 

Private Lynd, South Lancashire Regiment, the 
sentry on duty, stated that he challenged twice, 
and only fired when he saw his second challenge 
to halt ignored. The affair is regarded ag an 
unfortunate mishap. The place where it 
occurred is a residential quarter, and the Royal 
Mail Hotel stands in the middle of a succession 
of terraces facing the railway etation and the 
harbour. The sentry on guard has his place 
on the only pavement that lines the roadway, 
and cannot easily be seen until quite close to 
the hotel. Mr. Church was first challenged 
when about 25 yards from the hotel, and was 
about 20 yards away when the bullet struck 
him. The Royal Mail Hotel, which had been 
empty for some time, was in occupation by the 
military during the rebellion, but it was only 
in October or November last that the military 

uad at Kingstown was transferred from 

ingstown Courthouse to the hotel, which has 
since been used as a barracks and “rest camp.’ 

The unfortunate occurrence to Mr. Church re- 
calls a somewhat similar incident which 
happened to the late Mr. Chambers, K.C., 
Solicitor-General for Ireland. In the early 
months of the war a military guard was placed 
at the naval dépét on the Harbour road, 
Kingstown, and Mr, Chambers, coming one 
evening from the Royal Irish Yatht Club, failed 
to respond to the sentry’s challenge, with the 
result that he wa#held up at the point of the 
bayonet, arrested, placed in the guardroom, and 
not released for some hours until the military 
were very thoroughly satisfied as to his identity.

SECOND READING CARRIED. 

In ithe House of Commons yesterday, 
The Attorney-General for Ireland moved the 


Treatment of Children) Ireland Bill, the object 
of which, he said, was to enable local autbori- 
ties to: provide for the medical inspection and 
treatment of children attending the elementary 
schools in Ireland. He believed that the bill 
was not opposed by anyone, but that, in fact, 
it would be warmly welcomed, The county 
councils and the borough councils would be the 
local authorities for the carrying out of the 
purposes of the Act. The Treasury would pro- 
vide half-the cost incurred by the local authori- 
ties in putting the operations of the Act into 
effect. . t. 

Colonel. Walter Guinness asked the right hon. 
gentleman why the bill was drafted in a weaker 
form than the English Act. The duty was 
imposed on the local education authorities in 
England to provide medical ingpection, and it 
was obviously very difficult for them to neglect 
the duty of providing the necessary medical 
treatment. It was surely inadvisable to leave 
the provisions optional in Iteland, where public 
opinion was much more backward. 

Mr. McGuffin said that if the bill were re- 
quired at all, it should have been much more 
drastic. It was like baling the boat instead of 
corking the leak. “The children contracted ail- 
ments in the very schools where it was pro- 
posed to establish medical inspection. In the 
national schools the children were herded to- 
gether like animals; they were overcrowded, 
and, in many instances, absolutely insanitary 
and a menace to the children who attended 
them. Reform was absolutely necessary, or 
the condition of schools, both in the cities and 
the urban neighbourhoods, would become ine 
tolerable. He objected to the bill being per 
missive; there should be something more than 
medical inspection, 

Captain Charles Craig said that he wished to 
know what the exact position would be when 
the local authorities put the bill in force, and 
what effect the inclusion of Ireland in the 
Ministry of Health Bill would have on this bill. 
If sanitation in regard to children in Ireland 
, was worse than in England, drastic measures 
were necessary. 

DUBLIN’S UNENVIABLE NOTORIETY. 

Sir Mawrice Dockrell supported the bill. He 
read a short report given to him by the Medical 
Officer of Dublin, in which he stated “that 
medica] inspection was absolutely necessary in 
the interests of public héalth, that examination 
of the children’s teeth would be most beneficial, 
and that last year there were 1,116 deaths in 
Dublin among infants under one year, 836 be- 
tween one and five years, and 470 between five 
and fifteen. Dublin, said Sir Maurice Dockrell, 
had an unenviable notoriety for infant mor- 
tality. He should be wanting in his duty if 
he failed to support the bill, but, at the same 
time, it should, he asserted, be made man- 
datory, as that. would make the resulte to the 
health of the children at once apparent. 
Mr. Devlin said that he dad on many 
occasions endeavoured to direct the attention 
of the Government to the necessity of such a 
bill. It was, however, an extraordinary thing 
that when a Ministry of Health for Ireland 
was being set wp the Government should come 
along with this measure, which ehould have 
been incorporated with the other measure. 
The first thing that a new Ministry of Health 
should do was medical organisation, The start- 
ing of a new system of rating and taxation for 
this purpose would create very serious trouble 
and irritation. 


SIR EDWARD CARSON’S PROTEST. 

Sir Edward Carson gaid that he was glad that 
the Government had introduced the bill. As 
to Mr. Devlin’s suggestion, that the provisions 
of this bill should ‘have been included in the 
Health Bill, he would remind the hon. member 
that the Health Bill was one purely of 
“machinery, and he, therefore, thought that the 
Government had taken the right course in 
bringing in this bill—this belated bill—for one 
specie subject. He, however, protested against 
the bill being permissive; it ghould be made 
mandatory. As regards the question of enfore- 
ing payment, he considered that not worth 
while, and it would cause much soreness between 
the children. While. he suppo the Govern- 
ment on ‘this bill, hefinterid 
for a day to discuss the whole question of ele- 
mentary education in Ireland, having regard to 
the recent report of the Viceregal Commission. 


COUNTY COUNCILS AND THE MEASURE, 


Major Newman said that he regarded the 
bill, although a small one, as a very important 
one. He said that the bill would go a great 
way to supplying an absolutely necessary want, 
but its provisions must be made mandatory 
he was doubtful of the County Councils being 
able to exercise the powers to be conferred on 
them. He thought that it was a matter for 
smaller bodies. In Cork the County Council 
division was twenty miles long and a good many 
broad, and in that division there must be from 
fifteen to twenty elementary schools. How was 
it possible for the County Council to look after 
these duties in that great area, even with the 
best intentions? It must be that they could, 
and would, delegate the duties to local authori- 
ties or to sub-committees of themselves; but he 
did not think, as a whole, that they could 
undertake any great duties that would be im- 
posed upon them. Then, again, who was going 
to be the medical officer ? He was certain that 
the dispensary doctors would be unable to per- 
form the duties. He suggested that the County 
Council should be given the power to delegate 
its dities to local bodies, such as the Urban and 
Rural District Councils, who should be bound 
to carry them out. He believed that such 
Councils, if elected under a scheme cf propor- 
tional representation, would be able to under- 
take the duties. He hoped that the Government 
would consider this suggestion. 

Mr. D. M. Wilson said that he was of opinion 
that it was quite within the capacity of the 
County Councils to carry out these duties, and 
that it should be made obligatory. With regard 
to the suggestion that medical inspection and 
the treatment of the children should be added 
to the duties of the dispensary doctors, he was 
of opinion that that was absurd. These doctors 
had duties already to perform over large areas, 
and it wotld be quite impossible for them to 
perform those additional duties. He was also 
of opinion that to postpone the matter until the 
Ministry of Health Bill had been passed into law 
would be a great mistake 

Mr. MacVeagh said that he entirely dissented 
from the suggestion that the time bad come 
when the whole question of education should be 
under local control. Such a suggestion would 
raise the question of sectarianism all over Ire- 
land. So far as the Catholics were concerned, 
they had not asked for any change in the 
control of the schools. They had supported 
them in the past, and, if the schools were in a 
bad condition, that was not their fault. The 
proper plan was to leave the matter as it stood, 
when each religion provided and maintained its 
own schools. He protested against the assump- 
tion of Sir Edward Carson, that there was a 
general desire for this change in elementary 
education in Ireland. He also desired to asso- 
ciate himself readily with the protest / made 
against compelling parents and guardians to pay 
the cost of the treatment of children ag deter- 
mined by the local authorities. It was a very 
invidious proposition, and would be bitterly op- 
posed in every part of the country. 

THE COST OF TREATMENT. 


Lord Duncannon welcomed the bill, but said 
that he felt strongly that the first clause should 
.be made mandatory, instead of permissive, and 
he hoped that the Minister in charge of the bill 
would bear in mind the-strong feeling which

EXTRACT OF LETTER FROM MR. R.C. 
SIMMONS. 

“1 have lately given up my old appointment, 
and am now in charge of a small echeme for 
settling ex-Service men of some means on the 
land. Much of the country is guitable rather to 
ranching on a fairly large scale than to farming 
in the ordinary sense of the word, and again 
we have to reckon with the presence of a large 
native labouring population. Owing chiefly io 
these reasons we cannot hope to absorb. settlers 
in thousands, as is the case in Canada and Aus-/ 
tralia. We can, however, offer a very fair pro- 
position, indeed, to a few hundred men with a 
capital of £1,000 to £1,500 and upwards. This 
country should, I venture to think, appeal 
strongly to men who normally would farm at 
home, and who possess a few thousand pounds; 
but who, owing to altered conditions, loss o 
fuil health, eic., are anxious to try their luck in 
the colonies. 

““ Our climate is especially to be recommended 
to men with weak chests. The general educa- 
tional status of the people is high, and, by reason 
of our native labour, the white man may make 
full use of his brains and capital without being 
called upon to perform strenuous physical work. 
Moreover, as a cattle country our prospects are 
very bright. Just now we are somewhat in 
doubt as to what is going to happen to us 
politically, and we are, in common with most of 
the rest of Africa north of the Limpopo, more 
or less in the melting-pot. Whatever the 
change, cattle-farmittg will be affected much less 
than most industries, and in any case our large 
areas of cattle-land are too good and too im- 
portant to the Empire, as a whole, to admit of 
their being left undeveloped for any consider-

able period.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 


The Archbishop of Dublin said that it would 
be very discreditable to any parish if it did not 
provide at least a permanent record of the 
names of those from the parish who had fallen 
in fhe great war. In many parishes that 
memorial would take a simple form—it might be 
of the nature of a tablet placed either inside or 
outside’ the Church, with the names and ranks 
of those who fell, and of their regiments in- 
scribed upon it. The names, he hoped, would 


be put in alphabetical order, and no distinc- 


tion should be made between officers and men. 
(Applause.) He had eaid, over and over again, 
that he had very little sympathy with in- 
dividual memorials, because he was sure that 
their soldiers who fell would like to be remem- 
bered side by side with their comrades in the 
ranks. In one or two re some people 
thought that the names of those who served, 
whether they fell or not, should be put on, but 
if they thought that out the answer was quite 
simple.
